those areas, It was a most in- 
teresting two days, Atthe motel 
where we stayed there seemed 
to be some Patterson support

BUYING EGGS 

It takes a bit of magic 
to be a good egg shopper. 
Spelled magic, each letter 
has a special meaning. It 
goes like this: 

M-is for mark. look for 
the grademark on the 
carton of eggs. 

A-is for always, Always 
look for the size. A dozen 
large eggs weighs one and 
one-half pounds, 

G-is for grade and for 
goodness, All fresh eggs 
taste good, but grade ‘‘A’’ 
or “‘AA”’ will look better 
after you cook them. 

I-is for if. If eggs are 
cracked or dirty, don’t buy 
them, 

C-is for cover. Be sure 
to cover your eggs in the 
refrigerator, 


VEGETABLE GARDENS 

Many homemakers thr- 
Oughout the county who 
plant vegetable gardens 
will be faced with harle- 
quin bug damage as cab- 
bage, collards and mustard 
plants begin to bloom. 

The bugs multiply quite 
rapidly, often producing 3 
or 4 generations in a year, 

Dusting or spraying with 
rotenone, malathion § or 
parathion gives effect- 
ive control. However, 
parathion shouldn’t be used 
in home gardens. The best 


advice to give is to treat 
infested plants every 
seven to ten days until 


the insects are controlled, 


CARE OF ROSES 

Roses need plenty 
water, especially during 
the hot summer months. 
You will find water helps 
develop strong, deep-root- 
systems that can with- 
stand periods of drought. 
The flowers need at least 
one inch of water each 
week, whether it’s from 
rainfall or supplied with a 
nose, 

If watering with a hose, 
it is best to use a soaker 
or water-breaker to 
saturate the soil, Andfinish 
watering in late afternoon

Deadlines Set 
For Crop 


Insurance 


April 10th has been set 
as the last day farmers 
can apply for Federal All- 
Risk Crop Insurance pro- 
tection on their 1966 cotton 
crop and the deadline for 
peanut protection is April 
30th, 

J. R, Lynn, FCIC Dis- 
trict Director, announced 
recently that the April 10th 
and April 30th deadlines 
apply to cotton and pea- 
nut growers in the South- 
east Alabama Counties of 
Barbour, Coffee, Cov- 
ington, Crenshaw, Dale, 
Geneva, Henry, Houston, 
Pike and Jackson County 
Florida, 

The Federal Crop In- 
surance Corporation-an a- 
gency of the United States 
Department of Agricul- 
ture-is required by law to 
stop accepting applications 


for insurance protection 
before general planting 
gets underway. 

With Crop Insurance 


protection a cotton or pea- 
nut grower is guaranteed 
the return of his growing 
cost should any natural ha- 
zard destroy all or part 
of his crop. 

The District Office for 
the above mentioned coun- 
ties is located in the Court 
House Annex, Dothan, Ala- 
bama. 


New Ventilation 
Rules Set For 
Boat Motors 


The Water Safety Di- 
vision of the Conservation 
Department calls the at- 
tention of boaters tothe new 
ventilation requirements 
for enclosed boat engines 
and gas tank compart- 
ments. 

The U,S, Coast Guard’s 
new regulations concern- 
ing the ventilation of boat 
motors willbe enforced be- 
ginning, June 1, 1967, one 


year later than was 
originally announced, 
“We consider it im- 


portant that each boater 
see to it that the engine 
area of his boatis properly 
ventilated,’’ a Water Safety 
Division spokesman said. 

““We have inthe past and 
will in the future continue 
to enforce our state regu- 
lations on proper ventila- 
tion of enclosed fuel tank 
areas on private boats,’’ 
the spokesman said. 

He said, ‘‘The state ac- 
cepts the engineering prin- 
ciples that are stipulated in 
the Coast Guard regula- 
tions.” 

In this connection state 
regulations specify: 
“Every boat must contain 
a natural or mechanical 
system to adequately ven- 
tilate any enclosure that is 
capable of trapping fuel 
vapors.”’ 

U.S, Coast Guard regu- 
lations offer one of two 
alternatives; (1) A boat’s 
engine area must have “‘15 
square inches of ventilated 
space for every cubic foot 
of net compartment vol- 
ume,’’ or (2) ‘‘An adequate 
intake and exhaust 
cowl to remoye fuel vapors 
from enclosed fuel tank 
compartment,”’
